He stu died law u n der his fa ­ 
ther, the late Georg e N. Dale. In 
18 96, han d in han d with the 
practice of law, he became in ­

in ter­ 
prises. 
He serv ed in the state 
m ilitia an d was made a colon el 
on the staff of Gov ern or Grou t. 
In 1910 he was elected to the 
Vermon t sen ate an d for sev eral 
y ears he was a member of the 
Repu blican State committee. He 
later serv ed fiv e term s in the 
hou se of represen tativ es. 
The t heig ht of his political 
power came du rin g the more re­ 
cen t y ears. 
He was elected to 
serv e an u n ex pired term in the 
Un ited States sen ate on Nov . 6, 
1923, an d was su bsequ en tly twice 
re-elected 
He leav es his widow, two son s, 
Georg e, a W ashin g ton lawy er, 
an d Timothy , an Islan d Pon d 
ban ker, an d a dau g hter.

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THE CHRISTIAN WAY OF GOVERNMENT 
The adm inistration’s recov ery program so far 
is in keeping with the Christian teaching imply ­ 
ing “the practicability of a more co-operativ e 
economic order, socially controlled for the .com­ 
mon good.” 
So say s a pronou ncement from the Federal 
Cou ncil of the Chu rches of Christ in America; 
and the form th at the v erdict takes helps one to 
u nderstand the opportu nity th a t confronts the 
nation today . 
“ A more co-operativ e economic order socially 
controlled for the common good”; those, when 
y ou stop to think abou t it, are new words in the 
land. It is only recently th at we hav e come to 
see th at the economic order can be controlled by * 
any one. 
Until this y ear we talked abou t “cy cles” and 
“economic laws” and so on; we looked on ou r­ 
selv es as helpless in the grip of forces th a t cou ld 
neither be u nderstood entirely nor appreciably 
controlled, and the most we hoped was th a t we 
somehow m ight ameliorate the abru pt down­ 
swings of the lines on the chart. 
This notion th at the economic order can be 
controlled, then, is new; and once it is accepted 
we immediatley are called u pon to answer a 
qu estion of the v ery highest im pprtance. 
If it can be controlled, by whom and for whom 
is the control to be ex ercised? 
By and for the proletariat, to the ex clu sion of 
all other classes, as in Ru ssia? By and for the 
capitalist class, with all other folk redu ced to 
the position of mere cogs in the m achine? Or, 
as these chu rchm en su ggest, is it to be controlled 
“for the common good”? 
A nation with democratic traditions su ch as 
America possesses hardly can hesitate in its 


choice; and once the choice is made, sev eral 
things become clear. 
It becomes clear, for instance, th a t indu stry 
does not ex ist solely to produ ce div idends, bu t 
also to prov ide goods for people who need them ; 
th a t agricu ltu re’s reason for being is th a t it 
fu rnishes food for the hu ngry , and not ju st 
profits for the farm er; th at, in short, ev ery m an 
who makes a liv ing from society m u st render a 
su itable retu rn for it, and th a t the retu rn he 
renders, rath er th an the liv ing he makes, is the 
real reason for his im portance. 
We come, in other words, to the necessity for 
a complete dem ocratization of ou r society —social 
control for the common good. The dev elopments 
of the recov ery program well may be m easu red 
by th a t y ardstick.
